LATONIA’S SIDE OF THE CASE. 

Cincinnati, O., October 21. — In a statement iiiad.* 
after bis r«*tiim from licxingt.m. Acting President 
Harvey Myers gave the following exiMisiliou of the 
l.utoiiia J.>.*key Club’s pdiiits of couteiitioii in its 
.•ontroversy with tbe Kentucky Stale Racing Com- 
mission: 

“Tbe commission does not claim that booking Is 
illegal or unlawful on race tni.*ks. and it (vrtainly 
is not. It is just as legal under tbe laws of Ken- 
tucky to have bo.>kiiiuking on tbe tra.-ks as it is to 
bet by the parimutuel system. Tbe act of tlie 
I.gislaliire of 1908 suppressing po.)lr.>oms repealed 
tbe 4*011111100 law. All iiuuisbmenis for operating 
piKiIroiiius, or pla.*es where betting on horse ra.es 
was held, were provided by virtue of the .*omimm 
law, as tlier.* nt'ver was a statute in Kentucky pri.ir 
to 1J)0S against ♦‘ongr.*gatIng f.ir the purpose of b«*t 
ting. Tills statute which reimals the common law 
pr.»vi.les by Se.tioii 6. as follows: 

“ ‘The provisions of this act shall n.it apply to 
iuclosures .liiriug regular ra.?e meetiugs.’ 

“Judge Cochran held that it was within the pur- 
view of the poli.*e power of the state to enact laws 
wbi..‘b would apply to particular parts of tbe state. 
It ne.*essurlly follows, therefore, that bookmaking 
upon race tracks is legal. Tbe commission, liowev.*!*, 

♦ laims autburity iimler tbe act creating it. lo r.'gu 
late betting on tlie tracks. My judgment Is that 
tliey have no such imwer. Their p.>wers iimler the 
a.*t are to •prescribe the rules, regulations and comli- 
tions under wbi.'li running races shall t>e <‘ondu.*ted 
in this state,’ The ruU*s, r.‘gulatious aud conditions 
under wiiich ra.dng is conducted has a well-kuowii 
turf meauing. an.l is entirely disas.s.K*iated with ls*t 
ling. It means that the commission may prescrib.* 
what hanulcaps are aud sweepstakes, inat.*h races 
ami selling races, and the manner of holding races, 
and what offi.*ers shall be neces.sary. aud a thousand 
..tber details safeguarding and eontrolliug racing 
its.df. but not bt‘tting. If the comml.ssiou has the 
authority It claims— that is to say, that we shall 
use pari-mutuels ttxhiy — they may capriciously say 
tlial toiiiorrow we shall use b.x»kiug t.» the exclusi.ui 
of purl uiutuels. Jii other wonls. they claim the 
absolute right to dictate to the race tracks what 
style and manner of betting shall prevail, and Ibis 
we emphatically sav is imt within tbe purview of 
their duties, and as both styles of betting are 
equally legal, we prefer to use tbe style which the 
public want, and which will enable us to pr.Mlii.‘e 
sufficient funds to meet our expenses aud tbe 
purses.”
